THK COMING 8IL.VKB WAVK. 


A correspondent of the Silver Dollar 


says: 
Starting in the west it is passing 


over the whole conntry with increasing 
power. 
Apparently there are but two 


questions of importance before tho peo- 
ple in the ensuing campaign. 
A few 


months ago any one who favored free 
coinage was called a silver crank. To- 
day a tremendous effort is being ex- 
erted to overcomo them. Why is it that 
so weak a question should require so 
much argument to convince the public 
of its fallacies. 
There must be some 


strong points in favor of free coinage. 


It is not true that when the Govern- 


ment passes the free coinage bill, and 
makes the silver certificate a full legal 
tender, receiving us it should, for all 
debts due the Government Unit it will 
ever be discredited, aud the public, the 
laborer, the bank depositor ever lose one 
cent on account of it. 
It must always 


be better than the greenback or national 
bank money, as it has not only the guar- 
antee of the Government, but a silver 
dollar to back it. England issues fivo to 
ten dollars in bank of England notes to 
one dollar in gold. 
Is that as safe as 


silver certificates that Imvo nearly one 
dollars worth of silver for every dollar 
in certificates it issues? 
What folly it is 


to try and excite tho farmer, the laborer, 
the bank depositor against it. 
It is a 


crime. 
The arguments used are not 


founded on facts, but simply statements 
that are false. The silver certificate with 
a silver dollar to back it is the safest 
currency in the world. 
We have stuted 


that bank of England notes have but 
one-fifth to one-tenth of gold to back 
them. 
It varies, and the people of Eng- 


land are often in the dark ns to the actual 
amount of gold on hand. 
They were 


astounded aud the whole world aston- 
ished, when during the panic last Fall, 
they were obliged to borrow gold of 
France to help save Baring Brothers, 
one of the largest banking houses in 
London, from going under. 
What per- 


fect nonsense this hue and cry against 
silver. 
Does it bring bankruptcy to 


India? 
If so, why does England con- 


tinue a silver policy there? 
The fact is 


there is not enough gold for all, and 
those countries like France who have 
large amounts of silver as well as gold 
are the best off, have fewer panics, and 
aro able to assist their tottering neighbor 
England, who ia trying to walk on one 
leg, 
A so-called golden leg, but un 


doubtly a very hollow one, too thin; a 
transparent mockery and delusion as a 
basis of support for all England's credit 
and commercial needs. 


A country like the United States, pro- 


ducing large amounts of silver, is grow- 
ing rich on that account. 
Its very silver 


will attract tho gold of the world. As 
the spices, teas and silks of Indin and 
China has drawu millions of silver from 
the rest of the world. 
So has our silver 


saved millions of gold to this country 
that otherwise would have gone abroad 
for silverware, and silver for coin, if sil- 
ver mines had been discovered on the 
Eastern continent instead of here. Let 
all intelligent Americans stand by and 
encourage the silver miner, aud work for 
free coinage if they desire prosperity. 


RKCIFKOCITY. 


Three reciprocity treaties have been 


negotiated to a conclusion—with Brazil, 
Spain (for Cuba and Porto Kico and 
Santo Domingo, and a 
fourth -with 


Mexico—is confidently expected. 
The 


administration is to be congratulated; so 
are the American manufacturers. 
Wo 


wish we could say the same for the 
American farmers, but we see little pros- 
pect of gain for them, except in a very 
indirect and general way. 
Such conn- 


tries as these are not likely to send to 
the United States or to any other coun- 
try for agricultnsal products. 
They 


have broad plains of their own, far more 
than they need for the raising of their 
own products, aud are soliciting immi- 
grants with promises of free land. They 
are far more likely to want agricultural 
machinery than agricultural products. 
Tho reciprocity clause of the McKiuley 
bill seems very likely to extend the ma'-- 
kets for American 
manufacturers, in 


which, of course, we rejoice; anil to 
cheapen the price of sugar, coffee, mol.is 
ses and hides, in which also \ve rejoice. 
It is a good thing, but it has no special 
goodness in it for the f«rmers.—Ex. 


Free coinage cannot be postponed. 
It 


must be mgt here and now. The people 
have waited and waited as long as they 
care to wait. More money, more money, 
thunders along the hills and valleys of 
the West, and pushes on through tho 
Middle Statos. 
Tho people cry: Give 


us the silver dollars worth one hundred 
cents. 
They are good enough for us. 


lloll 'cm along. 
Give us plenty of legal 


tender money, asH mi matter whether it 
is in tho foim of specie or silver ccriiti- 
cMos, it is all tho same and no discount.

HANGED FOK WIFE MUUDEI5. 


Unsuccessful Attempt at Suicide by tlio 


Condemned Man, 


Special to the Journal. 


KANSAS CITY, Septembei 4.—The history 


of the gallowa tells DO more hideous story 
than Ihnt of the ezeoation of Lonis Ball- 
ing, the St. Joseph wife murderer, at 
Savannah this afternoon. 
Juat before the 


time for the execution the doomed man 
shot himself in a vain attempt to commit 
suicide, and finally died on tho gallows, 
shrieking for mercy and cursing hla exe- 
cutors. Sheriff Barry had set tbe hour for 
the execution at 10 o'clock this morning. 
When he went to the cell at 6 o'clock to 
prepare the doomed man lot the scaffold, 
Bulling pleaded so pitifully for extension 
of a lew hoars that the Sheriff yielded and 
gave him until 2 o'clock to lire. 
Bulling 


ate a light breakfast and spent the rest of 
the time pleading with the Sheriff for 
mercy, and attendiog to religious exercises 
conducted by 
Rev. Lavako. 
When I 


o'clock arrived he renewed his supplies 
lions to the Sheriff, and pleaded for one 
hour more. 
Tbe Sheriff then retired, 


leaving the murderer with Rev. Lavake, at 
the same time removing the guard from the 
cell door at Balling's request to be left 
alone with his spiritual adviser. Suddenly 
two shots rang oat. 
The Sheriff ran to tbe 


cell. The priest lay prostrate on tbe floor. 
At bia side lay Bulling weltering in his 
own blood, which flowed from wounds in 
bis breast, 
Ha had shot himself twice 


with a revolver. 
Tbe priest had fainted 


A hasty examination of Balling's body 
showed that one of the bullets bad entered 
the left breast, and glancing from a rib 
hod passed around his body, coming out at 
the back. The other inflicted only a alight 
flesh wound in hid side. 
He had not lost 


consciousness, and when the Sheriff or- 
dered (our deputies to carry him to tbe 
scaffold, be cursed and swore at them in a 
horrible manner. 
The deputies dragged 


the struggling man lo the court-yard and 
lifted him upon the gallowa. He refused 
to stand and they placed him upon a chair. 
As he sat there he presented a revolting 
spectacle. He was dressed only in a shirt 
and trousers. His hands and face were 
coveted with blood, which also stained bis 
shirt.

He refused und four dep- 
uties held him while the rope was being 
placed. The black cap was placed over his 
head, and with yelling, screaming and 
blaspheming he shot through the opening 
at exactly 3:21 o'clock. 


His neok was broken by the fall and he

Dancers Who Hold Kuttlcsunkes as Part- 


ners. 


A correspondent of the Los Angeles 


Herald writes from Reams Canyon, Ari- 
zona, as follows: 


As wo approached the building the place 


was all.astir; the government farm wagons 
were being loaded with the Indian children, 
who were to have a holiday to witness the 
Indian festivities and see the great religious 
ceremony of their ancestors, a relic of bar- 
barons ages. 
I doubt 12 Stanley in his 


travels through the dark continent ever 
witnessed anything more picturesque, ro- 
mantic and thrilling than this snake dance 
of the Moqni Indians. The real name of 
the tribe used to be Hopita, signify it g the 
good people, but of recent years they called 
themselves Moqui, meaning dead, and re- 
fers to their former dwellings in the cliff 
now abandoned. 


This religious ceremony takes pines 


every two years. 
The Moqui Indians are 


the only onea [who use live snakes; other 
tribes of Indiana dance a snake dance imi- 
tating the serpents. The Moqui belief is 
that the snake daily dwells above; his tin me 
is babajoloconga, (pronounced baholocon- 
qna.) He has the power over the elements 
above; he brings the rain; with the stroke 
of his tail he opens the clouds, which 
causes thunder and lightning and makes 
the rain fall. 
Ho also dwells on the rooks 


of the earth and presides over the water 
that flows from the springs. Six different 
dftys before the dance the Indians run 
seven circles around the cliff, beginning at 
a point five miles from the villages. The 
seventh and last circle is simply nround the 
cliff, but the first circle has a circumference 
of over thirty miles, and that is run by the 
Indians in three hours. In all these cir- 
cles at all the arroyos, springs of water 
washes he who stops and places a prayer 
emblem, consisting of breast feathers of 
the eagle. This emblem is called a baher, 
and is a prayer to the] snake deity to give 
an abundant supply from the spring. 
There is i o bigotry of religions prejudice 
among these Indians, but those who be-

long to a certain order or secret society, or 
have a particular belief, are very firm in- 
deed. 


About nine days before the dance takes 


place, those whojare members of tha order, 
or called snake gens, retire to their under- 
ground booses, called kibvas (kivas) to 
prepare themselves and bo instructed and 
initiated into the order. 
They get snakes 


from the surrounding country, sometimes 
two and three hundred. On this occasion 
only 150 snakes were used, a large number 
being rattlesnakes, and some very large 
ones. They are kept in a bag in the kibva, 
or snake house, whiotf is also sacred until 
the dance ia in progress. 


The Mesa or cliff, where tho dance oc- 


curred, on August 25th, ia situated about 
twelve miles from the government school. 


We started about 1 P. M. and reached 


there about 4:30 F. u., just in time to see 
the dance. 
The Indians had been gath- 


ered there all day and the cliffs and pro- 
jects on the rocks were covered with 'peo- 
ple; carriages and vehicles and ambulances 
of the government were left at the bottom 
of the cliff, the name of which is called 
Hualpi (pronounced Walpi) where the vil- 
lages are located. 
After climbing to the 


top, the mesa, or flat rock, is reached, 700 
feet high. It is supposed about 400 people 
dwell in the three villages. 


The dance took place in front of the 


sacred rock. 
On the left hand side the 


people were arranged to the very edge of 
the cliff. 
At the right the dwellings ot the 


Indians were placed in great irregularity; 
they are built of stone and adobe, and 
some are provided with ladders, and they 
are cut in the sides of the cliff, and others 
are cavea under the cliff. 
On every pro- 


jection in the rooks and on the house tops 
all the space was taken up by carious peo- 
plo awaiting the wonderful ceremony that 
was to take place. 


The snake houao was covered with oot- 


tonwood branches, and looked cool and 
harmless, until one found out that the 
rattlesnakes were there waiting for the 
dance. Near this kibva or snake house 
General HcCook, Dr. Waehicgton Mat- 
thews, Major Davis, Colonel Robinson, 
Lieutenant Baker and other gentlemen 
were placed. To the right was the sacred 
rock, directly in front and in the open 
space between where General HcCook and 
party stood, not over twenty-five or thirty 
feet, was the spot where the snake dancers 
would perform. 


An enterprising photographer offered the 


Indians $50 to commence a little earlier, 
as the shadow side of the rock was not fav- 
orable for his work, but no inducement 
could be offered to change the time, which 
ia when the rook casts a certain shadow, 
then the performance begins and not be- 
fore. 
A dead silence prevailed as the 


shadow deepened on the sandstone, then 
the Indian chief of the Antelopes came out 
and raising his hands seemed to invoke 
the Diety. 
He stepped aside and in 


rushed seventeen Antelope girls with 
gourds in their hands filled with pebbles, 
which they rattled as an aoompaniment to 
their danoiug about the circle. They kept 
a space open alwaya in the center. 
They 


were preceded by a man who sprinkled 
everything with sacred water with an eagle 
feather. 


They were dressed in wreaths of cotton- 


wood and wore cottonwood leaves about 
their ankle*. White stripes were painted 
on their arms and legs. They described a 
circle, then each one knelt before the kibva 
which contained tho snakes, and struck a 
stick of wood which resounded and waa 
supposed to arouse the attention of the god 
of the lower world. They circled around 
four or five times more, then placed them- 
selves in front of the make bouse in a line 


and awaited ihe coining of the snakes. 
Then a man came in larger than all the 
other Indians, carrying in hia left hand a 
bow and arrows trimmed with brown wool, 
and in hia right hand a rawhide with a 
piece of hardwood at the end, which he 
whirled in the air. 
It mode n weird, un- 


earthly noise, and sounded like distant 
thunder. 
After him in came the snake 


dancers with rapid ptritleB, numbering 37, 
and then little boys who had been initiated 
in the order, from 7 to 10 years of nge. 
The; were dressed in brown bills made of 
buckskin, painted with brown figures. 
They were all painted black with tho ex- 
ception of the lower arms and legs. Their 
months and chins were painted white. 
Their hair was dressed with eagle feathers 
and they wore brown moccasins, girdle and 
kilt. The latter came nearly to the knee, 
painted with black figures. At their backs 
they wore two fox skins—grey and blue. 
They carried the baher, consisting of long 
eagle feathers with a handle. 


The snake dancers went around severa 


times, then faced the Antelopes in front o: 
the snake house. They stood quietly and 
used the bahers, or eagle feathers, some 
thing like fans, only the motion was from 
the right to the left, imitating a noise like 
the falling of rain. 


The Antelopes accompanied this motion 


with a low eong. The snake bag wa 
opened, every third mau was given i 
snake which he put in bis month, his at 
tendant put his arm around his waist and 
caressed the snake's head with the balm t 
prevent its biting. They moved around 
very slow with the snakes in their mouth 
and handled them very carefoily, not to 
injure them. When the snakes fell the; 
sor hiltled saored meal on 
them, anc 


picked them up and carried them to th 
oliff where the let them go. Then th 
women who stood by the rocks sprinklei 
sacred .meal on the dancers. Then tte; 
stopped dancing and took an emetic, vom 
ited and then wore ready to partake of th 
feast and eat until they were tired, havin 
fasted for four days previous to the dance 
during which they had taken antidotes t 
prevent the snake bite taking effect, 
ceremony ceaRed about auoclowD.

IMastlf Cement for Gowns. 


The latest novelty for -women's gowna 


is plastic cement, which ia to be used for 
ornamentation. The cement is put on 
the gowns with a Btencil in any pattern 
desired. 
Embroidery can be counter- 


feited so cleverly that the cement will 
be mistaken for the genuine article. It 
is possible by this process, which is, by 
the way, the invention of an American, 
to reproduce tapestries, passementerie, 
and, in fact, any decoration desired in 
any one or a dozen lines. 


The cement is put on in very thin lay- 


ers, and after it has dried and become 
woven into the fabric cannot be told 
from hand woven ornamentation. For 
light textile fabrics, gauzes and netting 
the cement is of great value, and some 
of the specimens of the work shown us 
are inarvelously attractive. 


The new process has a great deal to 


recommend it to women as an ornament 
of dress and for household decoration. 
It does not injure the material upon 
which it is used; it can be removed or 
changed at will, and it is cheap. Its 
use will enable a woman to change the 
pattern of a dress as many times as she 
likes, and at very small cost. 


A dress ornamented with real orna- 


mentation would c,ost several hundred 
dollars, whereas the cost of a gown done 
in plastic cement will not exceed fifty 
dollars. From ten to fifty dollars will 
be the tariff for the work when it be- 
comes better known. 


Competent operators are now engaged 


in experimenting with the cement and 
cutting the stencils, which will make it 
possible to reproduce the most difficult 
of embroideries and tapestries.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.
